ADULTERATION AND THE SALE OF 
LIQUORS TO BOYS. 

ApropoB to tbo article on the liquor 
trafilo in yesterday's Colonist wo find the 
following paragraphs in a London paper: 
"The Exciso are busy "pulling up pub- 
licans for .elling gin adulterated with wa- 
ter Each defendant has been fined £5. 
with an intimation that tho penalty wiU 
be increased to £20 for a second offence. 
The strength of tho gin supplied ranged 
from 29 to 50 under proof, and Mr.Henry 
Ford, who appeared on behalf of the li- 
censed victualler, contended that it was 
not specified in law what the strength of 
gin really should be." Another English 
paper says of tho sale of liquor and Wine 
to boys: "Tho cD'nviotion of a publican 
at Windsor, and tho infliction of a fino on 
him of JE5 for supplying drink to an Eton 
boy on Sunday, has produced such a panic 
among the inukeepers of the royal ^ bor- 
ough that it will bo no easy matter for 
the boys to get alcoholic stimulants for 
aome time to como. It was not tbo Col 
lege authorities who prosecuted but the 
offending boy's mother. Tho youngster 
was sentenced to expulsion and the mo- 
ther having mado au ineffectual appeal to 
the head muster for reconsideration of the 
case, took the proceedings which resulted 
in tile landlord being fined. The bov was 
served with ohampagne, and going to 
chapel soon afterwards was taken ill, and 
on being appealed to ho confessed his 

fault." _ . 

THE WAR. 

Eecent events in Bulgaria have helped 
to develop Turkish plans for the winter 
campaign. Their policy is evidently in- 
tended to be one of aggression, and a des- 
perate and concerted effort is being made 
to relieve Plevna and drive the Russians 
across the Danube. Two Turkish armie, 
are now free to move on the Russian rigut 
audleft. That of Sulieman Pasha has 
succeeded in breaking the Czarowitch s 
army on the Lom, ha* crossed that stream 
and taken Elena, drivm- the fleeing Bos- 
shm* into Ternova. At midnight as 
night it was reported that Suleiman had 
•won another victory near Tirnova. Whilst 
the Czarowitcb's army has its hands lull 
on the Lom and caunot assist the army m 
front of Plevna, Mehemot All has at- 
tacked the Russian line on the Inker, has 
taken two or three important places, ami 
is slowly forcing the Russians back to- 
wards Plevua. Osman Pasi>a with 50.UOU 
veteians awaits the rear of Mehemets 
cannon before making a sortie and engag- 
ing the Russians, who invest his foils, 
while Mebemi t presses them from the 
front. Tho distanee from Ternova to 
Plevna is about 45 miles; and from Me- 
hemet Ali's c.mp on the Isker, Plevna is 
28 miles. Thero is every prospect ol 
bloody work between tho present date 
and the new year, and rough lighting all 
along the line of tho Danube.

Coming Events sajs that the Prince 
of Wales ia to visit Spain in the spring, 
on the personal invitation of tho 
young King, who recoived much kind- 
ness from His Eoyal Highness when 
he was a Woolwich cadet. 

Mayfair is informed thatBridgeport, 
Conn., has just manufactured 70,000,- 
000 cartridges for Turkey. 40,000,000 
for Russia, and 80,000,000 have been 
ordered for Italy. This looks singu- 
larly unlike peace. 

Street rows took placo at Oxford 
and Cambridge on Nov. 5th, in ac- 
cordance with the ineradicable custom 
between gangs of roistering undergra- 
duates and town mobs, who must have 
a town and gown riot to celebrate Guy 
Fawkes day. At Oxford, after "Hall," 
bauds of students paraded the streets, 
followed by a noisy mob. A skirmish 
occurred outside the Univeisity Union, 
then a stand was made by tho under- 
graduates at Trinity Gate, their rally- 
ing place. Thore a " set-to " took 
place, and ultimately tho gowns wero 
triumphant, driving the town before 
them. Cambridge also had its town 
and gown riot. There was a strong 
desire on the part of the undergrad- 
uates to revive tho old character of 
the proceedings, but many of tho 
students were confined to their col- 
leges, and the proctors being aug- 
mented by a band of speciul consta- 
bles, the rioting was speedily quelled.

Abundance of Gov- 
ernment titbes in Turkey and famine 
among the people uro quite rucoucilu- 
ble pbonomena.

Letter from Mr, Coleman, the Alpine 
Explorer. 

58 St. Paul's Eoad, Camden Square, ) 
London, England, Nov, 1st. J 
Editor Colonist:— My attention has 
been drawn to a paragraph in your issuo 
of the 7th September last, quoted from 
tho Seattle Intelligencer, which finds fault 
with tho heights of some of the moun- 
tains in tho Cascade range as given by mo 
in tho first of two articles publishod in 
The Alpine Journal for August last, See- 
ing that tho second article, which gives 
tho data for these heights was not thon 
out, allow mo to say that it was premature 
to criticise me. But oven if you turn to 
tho first article, which is herewith eont, 
you will find (p. 242) that Ihavosetdown 
Mt. Hood as lower than Mt. Baiuior. 
With regard to tho height of Mt. Adams, 
13,258 feet, my authority was Dr. Van- 
saut, U.S.A., who took a triangulation, 
quoted by Professor Whitney in an orticlo 
in tho "proceedings of tho California 
Academy of Sciences," vol. 2; but having - 
doubts of these figures I placed a noto of 
interrogation after them. With roferonco 
to Mt. Rainier my figures wero taken from 
tho above mentioned article, Professor 
Whitney's estimate being from a triangu- 
lation by Commodore Wilkes, TJ.8.N. 
The latest authority, quoted below, is con- 
siderably in oxcoss of tho Commodore's 
figures and makes tho mountain 14,444 
feet in height. As my articles aro con- 
fined to tho mountains of tlio Pacific slopo 
only, I did not give the highest mountain 
iu the United States; but you will fiud at 
tho end of tho first article that I gave tho 
height of Shasta the samo as you mention, 
viz: 14,440 feet. According to tho latest 
authority this is not tho highest peak in 
tho United States outside Alaska. That 
honor falls to Mt, Whitney iu tho Sierra 
Nevada, which is 14,887 feet, and tho 
second highest is Uncompahgra in Colo- 
rado, which is 14,540 feet. (Seo "lists of 
elevations," ^ _ c., published by the Depart- 
ment of tho Interior under F. V. Huydeu, 
U. S. Geologist in cnarge, third edition.) 

Your paper says that I am "known on 
Puget Sound as a good deal of a humbug 
anyway." Allow me to say that this is an 
unmerited accusation. Regarding Mt. 
Rainier I failed lb got up owing to mi ae- 
cident which befel ine; General Stevens 
and Mr, Van Trump having got condder- 
ably ahead, I lost the truck, and iu climb- 
ing up a precipitous place was so encum- 
bered with a heavy pack that I could nei- 
ther advance nor recede, having but a 
very narrow foothold. As from the weight 
of the pack I was in danger t«f slipping off 
the rocks backwards I let it drop to the 
bottom where there wero some bushes, 
which I thought would catch it, hut tho 
pack went clean through them and roiled 
down the steop mountain side. I made a 
search for it, but might as well, to use a 
familiar simile, have looked for a uoedle 
in a haystack. As tho pack contained 
blankets, my share of provisions and Al- 
pine equipment for the ascent, it was im- 
possible to continue tho journey, and, 
night coming on, I was forced to descend 
to our permanent camp. These circum- 
stances are, in the mil in, narrated by Gen- 
eral Stevens in an article cn " The Ascent of 
Takhoma," in the Atlantic Monthly for No- 
vember, 1870, p. 52'J. I could not koop up 
with General Stevens and Mr. Van 
Trump, as they would not wait for mo. 
Thoy wore touch younger men than my- 
self, who had then long since passed the 
meridian of life, and I had, moreover, 
Buffered from illness in Victoria for soino 
time previous, which debilitated mo, as 
Dr. Ash can certify. I put it to you, sir, 
i' it likely that anyone would go to tho 
troublo, expense, and bardwbrk which 
the ascent of a great mountain involves 
merely for the purpose of sitting down half 
way? Ac it was my money , time and troublo 
wero thrown away, for I neither gained 
glory nor profit. It ueods only reference 
to my ascent of Mt. Baker,which was des- 
cribe i in Harper's Magazine for Novem- 
ber, 1809, under tho title of "Moun- 
taineering on the Pacific.'' to show that 
I did not flinch from danger or hardwork 
when necessary. This ascent can he cer- 
tified to by Capt. Thomas Stratton, form- 
erly inspector of customs at Port Town- 
send; the Hon, John Tennont, now or late 
Member of the Legislative Assembly for 
Washington Territory; and Mr.D.Ogilvie 
Victoria, who accompanied me on the 
casion. 

I could easily give proofs, if noed be, 
hjv showing from my connection with the 
Ipine Club, and the mountain ascents I 
ave made in tho Alps, which have ap- 
peared in print, that I am not considered 
to bo "a humbug" in this country; but 
/forbear to lake up your space. Suffice it 
to say, that having filled a responsible 
situation as Librarian to tho Mechanics 
Literary Institute of Victoria for somo four 
years, I venture to say that my word 
should be taken for tho above statement. 

Trusting that you will in common jus- 
tice give mo an opportunity of defending 
my character, by inserting this in your

SUPPOSED LOSS OF AN ATLANTIC 
STEAMSHIP ! 



New York.Doo. 6.— Tho 7 Vor Id's Wash- 
ington special says army officers havo 
been in a considerable stato of excitomont 
to-day and this evening over tho imme- 
diate prospect of serious trouble on tho 
Mexican frontier, Four foot companies 
of the 2nd artillory, which wero ordered 
to Texas from Carlisle, woro directed by 
orders from hero to leavo thoir families 
behind as no ladies could be permitted to 
go. 

A fresh outbreak of Sioux has compli- 
cated affairs and all army men unite in 
sajiug if wo aro to have any troublo with 
Mexico our available forco is too ridicu- 
lously small to effect anything. Groat 
anxiety is felt to bear something authen- 
tic from Liouts. Bullis and Young, who 
crossed into Moxico over threo weoks ago 
with a command of Seminole scouts, but 
havo not since been heard from. Many 
believe they hava been captured and kill- 
ed by Mexicans, and others that thoy havo 
been sent as prisoners to the City ofMox- 
ico. All is in a stato of excitement, and 
roquests aro made by ollicorsto havo thoir 
commands ordered to tho scene of tho ox- 
pected disturbance if an outbreak occurs. 
Movements will bo mode simultaneously 
f rom F.rownsvillo, Ringgold Barracks and 
Fort Clark. General Ord, commanding 
on tho Texas frontier, who is otill hore 
consulting with the authorities, told nn 
officer this morning, who asked why offi- 
cers could not take their families there, 
that they need not worry about that, thoy 
would bo glad enough before long as ho 
had heavy work for them. It hasbooome 
known that these four foot companies aro 
to bo mounted und furnishod with field 
piecesj military movements which foretell 
speody action to army mon. Gen, Miles, 
Colonel of tho 5th infantry, who captured 
Chief Joseph and tho Nez Forces, is here 
on leavo of absence and intended leaving 
this morning for his command; but was 
ordered to remain and await tho arrival of 
Sheridan, who will bo hero to-morrow 
morning, for consultation.

MACMAHON MAKES A CONCESSION 
TO THE LEFT. 



London, December 6.— A Russian offi- 
cial despatch admits tho capture of 
Elena, says Prince Milan being attacked 
by from 20,000 to 30,000 Turka was com- 
pelled, after a stubborn resistance and 
heavy loss, to fall back first from Mahren 
to Elena, and then from Elena to a forti- 
fied position at Jakonitz at tho bead of a 
mountain gorge. Tho Turks renewed 
tho attack on Wednesday morning ; but, 
according to latest advices, which wore 
to 5.30 p.m. on Monday, tho attack had 
ceased, and RuEsiau reinforcements wero 
arriving. 

Constantinople, Deccmbor 0. — A 
Turkish division from Osmau Pasha under 
Snloh Pasha yesterday occupied Eersova 
after somo cannonading. Six battalions 
of Russians, fearing isolation, are re- 
treating from thero to Ternova. Sulei- 
man Pasha's headquarters aro still at 
Elena. 

Mukhtar Pasha telographs that tho 
suow around Erzeroum is threo feet 
deep. Tho Russians have posted a corps 
of observation on tho Dove Boguu, and 
quartered tbo remainder of their troops 
in adjacent villages. 

Vienna, December 0. — A Belgrade des- 
patch denies that Servian preparations 
havo been checked. Mobiliza'ion of the 
militia from the Timok, Morava and 
Javor corps was ordered to-day. It is 
announced" that tho commands will bo 
distributed among eight of tho Russian 
staff and 32 other Russian officers. 
Twenty former Prussian oilicors will 
outer the Servian service.
